•*Thla countr>' la divided Into clasaea as much as any monarchlal countr>‘.' 
Therefore, the working claa^—the men and women who work elthar with 
their bralna or their hands—-mual have a party of their own to take cara of 
their interests of their ow’n class. 

"The rapltailat claaa la Just as willlnK to deal with the Democratic party 
as with the Hepubllcan party. While the latter la cons^atlve, the Demo* 
cratlc parry la, to all Intents and purposes, reactionary*." 

"The working class has nothing to hope from either the Hepubllcan party 
or the Democratic party. It la true that the representatives of these 
parties may be. and very often are, ‘very cultured and accomplished gentle¬ 
men. Meet of them are honest. However, they represent the capitalistic sys¬ 
tem, am. the more honest and consistent they are—the more loyal they are 
to their claaa. 

•The Republican party ts ’he favorite organisation of the big capltallau. 
Why? liecuuse It stood for a great deal of ’busineas’ during the late civil 
war, and because, by Its high tariff pr .cllvllles and its banking lawa U hac 
given n strong Impetus to the proflta of the manufacturers and bankers. 

"For a generation It was consldend the conaer\*atlve business men's party 
of the country*. 

"The Democratic party In Its great majority stood for the economic and 
political Intereats of the slave owners before the civil war. Afler the war. It 
naturally has beconn* the dominant par*.;* of the south, where the former 
slave-owner Is slowly getting to be a manufacturer, a banker, or a capliallat. 
Up north, the Democratic party not having any great economic Interests to 
expreaa—soon fell Into the hands of corrupt machines, at least In the large 
cUlea. It naturally alao became the favorite organlxailon of the liquor Inter- 
eais In the northern atatea

Congress in August Session Sits Up and Listens 
to a Social-Democratic Address 

WARHINTON, D. C.—Capitalism sat up and listened" today while 
Congressman V. L. Berger of Wisconsin took his stand in front of the 
speaker’s desk in the House of Representatives and made a clear-cut 
address on Sodalism. 

Folloiring a powerful criticism of the capitalist system, its poli¬ 
tical parties and an exposition of Socialism, Berger permitted ques¬ 
tions to be asked. They were in such number and confusion that 
Speaker Clark, chairman of the meeting, yelled at the representatives. 
“One at a time, please. Hie Gentleman from W’isconsin will answer 
one after the oth t, not ail at once.” 

The queatloDH were uf the Mime kind asked by the man at the street cor¬ 
ner meeilnir. For iDOtance, "Are you rolnir to take over all Induotrlee? "How 
will you do It?" "Is not n grocery man a member of the w’orking elssa?" 

To all these queotione Herge'r answered with the same palostaklng core 
usually done hy n Socialist soapboxer. 

Representative Anderson of Ohio, tried to get Berger to give the Demo¬ 
cratic party credit for the passage of the elght-^our law and other labor leg¬ 
islation. Berger explained that the eight-hour law* was passed first by the 
Uepublleans In 1868. Anderson then declared that a Republican attorney 
general crippled that law by a ruling. 

Despite a rain storm the galleries were filled by members who came to 
hear the Socialist while more members than -usual were presnt. All stayed 
the entire hour allotted to Berger. 

Reprceeniatlve Payne, author of the notorious Aldrlch-Payne tariff law. 
took a seat near Berger and oat 'listening Intently throughout the addresa 
Senator Wesley Jones, of Washington, was also present. The Rev. Coudo, 
the blind ehsplaln, remained after making his prayer, to hear the Soclaltot 
representative. i 

Berger siN>ke from *tn front of (he rostrum of th? speaker and was 
liberally applauded throughout his addresa His sallies at (he old parties 
w*ere received In good humor by the representatives. But when he scored 
one party, the members of the other party roared with laughter. 

When Berger finished answering questions the Democrats seemed much 
displeased and the Republicans and the galleries alone applauded the So¬ 
cialist congressman. 


"Of the political reforms a new constitution Is most Important. As long 
as we have the old constitution thi>ruagh social reforms are almost Im¬ 
possible. 

"No matter how good and beneficial a law may be—It will, os a nils, bo 
declared unconstitutional by the supreme court. Our constitution was fromod 
at a time entirely different from ours, and for entirely different condlUono— 
and good laws suited to the present conditions are really unconstltullonaL" 
[Showing that the covintry has undergone complete change In-the methods 
of production, distribution and communication since the days of Washing¬ 
ton, Jefferson and Madison, Berger said that the TnUed States Is compsUsd 
to wear the same political cloak os worn a century ago.] 

"In other words, H grown-up nation has to wear Its baby olosJt. 
It does not fit anywhere, and has been tom and patched In Uis 
most ridiculous way by ‘declelons of the eupreme court,' In order to moks It 
do—yet. anybody who dares to suggest a new suit Is considered a traitor by 
the Interests.' 

"But we must have a new constitution or ws shall have a bloody rsvotv- 
Cion. Yet. though political reforms are necessary, they are of little aooount 
when compared with the necessity of changes in order to. keep step with the 
development of economic oondltlona 

"The neonomlo changes are upon ua 

"We see the trusts not only doing away with competition, but also aak* 
Ing for government interference and government regulation of piioea 

"In other words, we have the spectacle of the truots surrendering part 
of their ownership and practically offering that part of the ownerobtp to tha 
people. 

"Thus the trust*—or at least some of the trusts—are willing to part 
with their ownership because they feel that their business has ceased to be 
a private concern. Because the trusts feel that their business has become 
a public utility—of the most public and utilitarian sort. 


"However, the workingmen of this country hr»ve votes and that is the 
reason why the Dvmocrata have In recent years discovered that they "dearly 
love the workiagmun." . .w, i. 

"That is the reason why we ha%*e paesed a few- labor laws In this nouse. 
Of course, these law* hove not passed the senate, ror the scrutiny of the 
supreme court—however, they will do In that form campaign food on the 
eve of a presidential election. . . ^ 

"Of course, none of these laws will add a single aandivlch to the dally 
fare of the many millions of workmpmvn and working women. None of these 
laws will take care of the old Invalids of industry or h*lp along the young- 


"But the change la also coming from tha other slda 

"Ths great majority of the people have no Interest In keeping up tha 
present system. And especially the working class Is bound to beeoms tg yo* 
lutiunary os a class. 

"Our workingmen today build a few palaoes and many hovato. Tha 
workingmen live In the hovels and the few capitalists la the padaosa.* 

"Our workingmen In the woolen mllle make a email amount of flno 
clothes and mlUtone of yards of shoddy. The workingmen wear the shoddy 
and rich idlers wear the floe clothea 

"Workingmen and ttielr children have to go down Into tho mlaoo— 
workingmen and working women and their children have to go Into dingy, 
in-ventilated factories and workabopo—and toll from eight to 18 hours a day. 
They mutt ruin their health by overwork, so that a few pooplo who havo 
the money rooy ruin their health by too much leisure. 

"The numrlty now degenerates through povsrty so that the small minor* 
Ity shall be able to degenerate through luxury. 

"Again, I say the great majority have no Interest In kesplag np Uio 
present e>‘stem. 

"There ts this also; In former epochs the ruling class was by far tho 
abler and stronger—physically and mentally. 

"Jd former years a few noblea clad In Iron—and trained and aoeustomod 
to a*srfaro—could bold In subjection 36 times their number of oommon 
people. 

"The ruling riaos only won et thet time In the poeeesslon of the wisdom 
of the world—whatever wisdom the world had then. 

"The nillng class at that time also had In its favor tho belief that this 
system was Ood ordained, and that anybody rebelling agnlnst U wan a rebel 
to <!fod.

Direct action 
of thlfl eorl plays Into the hands of the 
enemy, and even If It brought results 
for a time, which l* hard to bellsve, 
capitalism.with all Us many resource* 
wuuld speedily geVlhe best of the ellu- 
atlon and make labor feel lu punish- 
menu In a drastic way. Such "jack¬ 
ass tactics" are silly and an Injury to 
the fight against Inhuman labor con¬ 
ditions. '

crafty publication like the Interna- 
tloi.al Socialist (sic) Review U to mU- 
load and to protrlde false education. 
Just n<»w comes the facU about the 
labor outbreaks In England, and we 
find the truth very different from what 
it was represented. The transport 
workers' ftrlke in Liondon was a flxxle.

onccs of the omnipotent power of tbs 
strike to smash capitalism alngto- 
handed.** And then, while these dtnot 
action "Socialists*** harangues .wars 
still ringing In the ears of the deluded 
men, we are told that the leaders In a 
state of panic "had come to the Labor 
party of parliament to solicit Its good 
oSv'*a lir bringing pressure to bear on 
the capitalist government In order to 
' purauade the dock companlea to mast 
the leaders and to effeot by isola¬ 
tion what they already realises tbe 
strike wos powerlem to occomplloh." 
And the thing that these grandilo¬ 
quent direct aetlonlstp •aked, was 
what, do you auppoee? They asked 
for the establishment of a compulsorx 
arbitration board with power to m 
wage ai;reemenu and to floe men and 
employers alike for failure to comply. 
In ether words these Syndicalists 
bow*cJ their hegds in Impending defesi 
and asked for just the most ontl-Byn- 
dlcolisi thing Imaginable! Your Bom- 
hostes Furlosos ore a good deal alike 
on both sldps of the Atlantic. lAbor, 
whenever It leaves the brood rood of 
Socialism and looks for class deliver¬ 
ance through chasing rainbows courts 
disaster, and usually gets it. In this 
countr^ the setting up of a dual tabor 
organisation to the regular trade 
union movement and then starting or

Now neither of them can work at his trade, be- 
c'iuse the tools of hls trade have become numerous and 
expensive. The tools of the shoemaker*# trade ore in 
the great factory that covers, perhaps a dosen aerta. 
The tools of the weaver's trade are in aootbrv enormous 
factory. NciUier ttie aboetnaker nor Che weaver can ever 
hope to own the tools of hls trade. Nor. with the little 
hand tools of the post centuries, can elUier of them com¬ 
pete with the modem factories. The shoe trust, with 
steam, elecCrfcity and nuchimvy, can nuke, a pair of 
shoes at a price that no shoemaker, working by 
could touch.

» Tliere were two dtattoct faotlou, with the lines 
betwe e o them clearly drawn, ea^ knowtoR exactly 
i what policy they deatred. This made the qnesUon 
all tl^ more iliflicuU for the rccciiC cooTentioo at 
Indianapolis. 

Ereo thooRh induatrtal nnlonUm ts derelopinc 
within the A. F. of Xa., aa erlilcncrd by the Vnlted 
Mine Workers, the Federation of redrratluivs and 
other organlsathwa. yet the faction supportluR ln« 
daairlallMn wRs not content with a btatrment which 
merely recited these facta. 

They demanded an open Indorsement of Indiu* 
tiiallsm. 

Why Ibis demand? 

The rcaaon U that the Indnstrlal nnlonlsm for 
which that faction standa carrlea with It a doctrine 
forelRn to the otitcr. TtXry were all bitterly op¬ 
posed to the A. F. of h. and demanded the Indorse¬ 
ment of IndostrUlboA. *ndepen(k*nt of tl>e A. F. of !«. 

What Is that doctr.ue? It Is aabotaec or indi- 
Tldnal covert direct action. 

The Indoraement of Industrial nnlonlsm. as dla* 
tlngnlabed from the A. F. of h., would be an In¬ 
dorsement of sabotace aud of covert Indlrlduat di¬ 
rect action. 

The Indorsement of Industrial ontonlsm ar de- 
veUipiiiR within the A. F. of L. docH not Include 
sabotaRC or covert IndWldufil direct action. 

The former was Indorsed and the latter waa rr- 
puillated. 

Tlic Important question for the Socialist luirty 
to decide now Is: What is prodndnR ihU differ¬ 
ence In policy withia the Socialist party? 

As 1 understand It. the primary cau.He lies In the 
fact that many members of the SoeialM party, as 
we4l as many in tbc A. F. of L., arc losInR conO* 
dence—Che one In the efficacy of |K>llctcal action 
and th.: other In tlie cfflcncy of lUr strike and tlxc 
boycott as means of sotvInR our mk^IaI problems. 

The reason for this loss of hope Is that thr^ 
two orfanlutlons lutve remained separate In prac- 
tk'oUy all tl>elr work for a third of a century. 

The prejudimi and hatred bcRoticn of the civil 
war, coupkHl trlth the war Issues, were sufficient to 
hold the lic^ubllran party In power for a quarter 
of a I'cntury. This bitter fceltOR ond Itatrcd fes¬ 
tered In tiK* hearts of the Demi>crals and Bepiiblic- 
auH alike for many yearn even after tlie I>em(M*rj.ts 
were returned to power. -Tlie ciril war beinff w arc- 
tlonal and oof a cIum* wor. Ibe blilemess ntui haired 
enffendrred by It set worker aRolnst worker. rcRnrcl- 
leas of their Inieresl. 

This hlstoiitwl fact made It lnipoH*>lble for^hor 
orRanIxatlons to (llscnss poUlteal Usui's within their 
urROnlxatlonH. Hence there .was imswpomted liiio 


atmoat all their consUtuikMui the cAauae, **5o poli¬ 
tics In the union.” * 

TbU fact prevented the otherwise normal rrla- 
Uon of the trade unions and the SoclaUst party from 
beinf esubltshod. 

”BorinR from within” and ”bormg from with¬ 
out” met the ever stem fact that politics within the 
union oroased the prejodlces engendered by the war 
and Its tradlUons. 

So long as the two grent movements remain 
separate and thns dentroy their efficiency, this new 
syndlcnlisi movement will feed on ttM^ members of 
both the Socialist party and the A. F. of L. nntll. 
unfevs checked by tbe nnlon of these two powers. It 
will absorb them mttrely. 

If, however, these two organizations abonld re¬ 
main separate nntll thns abaorbed. then the new 
syndkwlUl movement in America will meet the army 
and the navy aa tbe syndloallsta tiave In Engtaad.

Ihla 
fact writ] constitute the germ which wlU grow into 
a deinaud for i>oUtical action within the syadlcml- 
Isi movement. 

U'lll the .\mcrican movement be compelled to 
pass through this fearfni experience, or sbaD we In 
the political party support tbe great ecxmomlc or- 
Rnnlmtioii In every atragglc. not' theuretlealty, not 
with llterarare, but with men and money for the 
fight first, then with Utemture? 

If (Ills counH* Is taken, a nnJftcation of the en¬ 
tire labor fonv will rapidly follow, and thrir joint 
action will roprrsetit the full power of the class. 

Out of this power In action will arise a hope, and 
the very power Itself will sustain that hope, and 
from a hop(« sustained will spring a constructive 
policy In line wrtth the Interests of the acting class 
power. 

TbU is growth. This is what Uie ('utiakiing fac¬ 
tions wUhln tbe labor movement are struggling 
for. The clashinR of these elements is only the 
blind effort to adjust their Internal r<*lalioiui to ex¬ 
ternal relations. 

To actxMnpllsh tltls. the convention Indorsed the 
evolution now proceetling within the labor move¬ 
ment. condemned a dual organisation by condemn¬ 
ing sabotage, and (hereby ofieneil tlie way for a 
complete unified working class movement econom¬ 
ically and ;)nliilrall>'.
